In th is case the indictm ent 
charges a rape by force, and I 
charge you that force, w ithin the 
m eaning o f the statu te, is defined 
as follow s: 
To con stitu te a rape 
by force, th e accused m ust have 
ravished the alleged injured fe ­ 
m ale by h avin g carnal know ledge 
o f her w ithou t her con sen t and 
against her w ill by force, and the 
force used m ust have been such 
as m ight reasonably be supposed 
sufficient to overcom e 
all resis­ 
tan ce w ithin her pow er, tak in g into 
consideration the relative stren gth 
o f the parties and other circu m ­ 
stan ces o f the case, and p en etra­ 
tion o f the sexu al organ o f the fe ­ 
m ale alleged to have been ravish­ 
ed by the m ale organ o f th e accu s­ 
ed m ust be proved beyond a rea ­ 
sonable doubt.

The penalty prescribed by 
statu te for the offen se o f rape is 
death, or by con fin em en t in the 
penitentiary for life, or for any 
term s o f years not less than five, 
in th e discretion o f the jury.

Tuesday’s state papers carried 
announcem ent of the death of S. 
T. Blessing, aged 88 years, who 
passed away at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. Wf. H. Mansfield at 
Fort W orth, Friday afternoon. 
A pioneer photographer in Bry­ 
an, S. T*. Blessing is remembered 
by many of the older citizens here. 
The following inform ation in re­ 
gard to his death will be read with 
interest: 
FORT WORTH, March 13.— Fu­ 
neral services for Solomon Thomas 
Blessing, 88, one of the first pro- 
tographers in Texas, and a veteran 
in Fort Worth business 
circles, 
were held here Saturday afternoon. 
Blessing died Friday of heart dis­ 
ease in Dallas at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. W. H. Mansfield, 
with whom he had resided for two 
years. 
Coming to Texas first in 1858 
from Maryland, Blessing, with his 
brother, J. T. Blessing, 
started 
making daguerreotypes in Galves­ 
ton. 
At the opening of the civil 
war he enlisted with Hood’s Texas 
Brigade and served in several fa­ 
mous battles. 
He was a prisoner 
when the war was ended, and had 
been wounded four times. 
Immediately on his release, he 
returned to Galveston and the pho­ 
tograph 
business. 
He 
married 
Miss Cadie Campbell at Port Sul­ 
livan, Brazos county, soon after 
the end of the war, and four chil­ 
dren were born, three of whom 
survived. 
These are Mrs. W. H. 
Mansfield, Dallas; S. C. Blessing, 
Fort Worth, and Mrs. E. G. Hoyler, 
Pergasie, Pa. 
Mrs. Blessing died 
in 1920.

In drafting the resolution, Mr. 
Buchanan was confronted with tho 
previous Federal participation of 
only one-third. 
lite presents this 
instance as being a national em er­ 
gency, pointing out that regulation 
doe* not eradicate, nor does it pre­ 
vent spread except where the dis­ 
trict is isolated. 
The only means

crops. The loss claims are subject 
to review by the Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture.
